Saints Causes 


Confusion, Disappointment 


By GERALD MILLER 


VATICAN CITY (AP) -Pope 


Paul VI's action in cutting doz- 
ens of saints from the Roman 
Catholic calendar 
and down- 


grading dozens of others Is 
causing widespread 
confusion 


and disappointment. 


The action was taken on the 


recommendation of a majority 
of the Church's bishops and is 
another step designed to reflect 
the international image of the 
Church in the modern world. 


In his decree Friday the Pope 


removed 
from 
the 
calendar 


saints 
whose 
existence 
the 


Church considers in doubt. He 
reduced the number of saints to 
whom veneration by all Roman 


Catholics is due and placed oth- 
er saints in a 'category that 
makes veneration of' them1- op- 
tional. 
NOT ABOLISHED 


Saints removed include St. 


Christopher, 
patron 
saint 
of 


travelers. Under the new ruling 
Catholics who want to continue 
venerating him may do so since 
he hasn't been abolished as a 
saint: But there is no longer a 
saints day for him or the others 
cut from the calendar, and .no 
Catholic can be officially asked 
to venerate them. 


St. George, the patron saint of 


England, St. Patrick, the patron 
saint of Ireland, St. Nicholas, 
whose name is associated with 


Santa. Claus, and many others 
continue to be regarded by the 
Church as historical figures who 
existed .-and who are saints in 
good standing. 


Because their importance is 


deemed more associated with 
local areas and not to the Catho- 
lic world as a whole, however, 
they are now on the optional 
list. 


This means, for example, that 


in Ireland it is .permissable for 
the hierarchy.to reauire Cathol- 
ics to honor St. Patrick March 
17 with prayers, while Catholics 
in other countries may ignore 
him. 


The new calendar reduces the 


number of saints with a manda- 


tory day for Churchwide vener- 
ation to 58, plus the 12 apostles, 
the archangels Gabriel, Michael 
and Raphael, and St. Joseph 
and St. Mary. 


The calendar 
revision 
was 


recommended by a two-thirds 
majority of the nearly 3,500 
bishops who attended the 1962-65 
Vatican Ecumenical Council. 


They noted that over the cen- 


turies saints days had become 
more and more numerous. They 
recommended that many feast 
days of the saints "should be 
left to be celebrated by a partic- 
ular church or nation or reli- 
gious community," adding that 
"only those should be extended 
to the universal Church which 
commemorate saints who are 
truly of universal significance." 


It was on the recommendation 


that Pope Paul acted. 


There is no definitive way of 


saying how many saints there 
are in the Church. Until the 10th 
century there was no such proc- 
ess as canonization, or the for- 
mal recognition by a Pope of 
sainthood. 


Countless persons from 
the 


early centuries of Christianity 
were considered saints because 
of martydom. Martyrs are con- 
sidered saints because of dying 
for their faith, and no miracles 
need be associated with them.

The Township 
pays a fee for the service and 
s u pplies necessary 
equipment 


specified by the Sheriff. These 
officers are deputy sheriffs and 
can be summoned for emergency 
calls 
outside their 
customary 


duty rounds in the Township.

The 
United States Office of Educa- 
tion has decreed Cherokee to be 
a "foreign" language in order to 
legalize a $7.5 million grant to 
teach English to Indian pupils. 


Though tribal elders may be 


surprised at this description of 
their ancient tongue, the grant 
itself is beyond reproach. How

Asthma is a complex disease 


that can be treated effectively 
when combined groups of physi- 
cians contribute their knowledge 
in many fields to reduce the 
severity and the frequency of 
asthmatic attacks. 


The neurological disease that 


struck one of America's favor- 
ite human beings, Lou Gehrig, 
is known as amyolrophic lateral 
sclerosis. This disease, A.L.S.. 
is one of a large group of 
disorders that affects th« mus- 
cles and the nerves that acti- 
vate them. The disease occurs 
more frequently in men and 
usually starts past the age of 
forty. Little is known of the 
disease and perhaps less is 
known about how to interrupt 
its progression. 


Now a new drug which was 


widely used for another reason, 
a m i t riptyline 
hydrochlorido, 


seems to be able to stop the 
advance of this severely pro- 
gressive neurological 
disease. 


It is arousing a great deal of 
enthusiasm in those research 
workers who are using it on 
selected patients. 


The drug was originally tried 


on patients who were severely 
depressed and who were under 
observation »s severe neurotics 
and psychotics.

Take this where West leads 


the king of spades. South should 
duck because West may well 
have the K-Q-J-x-x and it is 
essential to exhaust East of 
spades to protect against this 
possibility. 


But South should take the ace 


when West continues with the 
queen. There is no longer a 
valid reason for holding up the 
ace, for if West has four spades 
the contract can be nailed down 
by taking the queen and leading 
a diamond, while if West has 
five 
spades 
the 
hold-up 
is 


absolutely 
pointless. 
This 
is 


because, if West has five spades 
and the ace of diamonds, the 
contract s i m p l y cannot be 
made: 


The trouble with ducking the 


queen of spades is that West 
may now take it into his head 
to abandon the suit after win- 
ning the K-Q. He might decide 
to shift to clubs by leading the 
jack and, noce he did this, the 
jig would be up. 


The point is that the hold-up 


play should be employed for 
only a valid purpose, and it 
should not be used merely be- 
cause the opportunity exists. It 
should be promptly abandoned 
whenever there is a serious 
danger of attack elsewhere.

When John 
C. Oliver, 36, 


came home early last Sunday 
morning, he was met with a 
sign that extended from wall to 
wall in his living room. It read 
"Welcome Home Dad." 


For Oliver, a staff sergeant 


whose job is materiel control in 
the U.S. Air Force, it was his 
first time home after 12 months 
in Vietnam. 


His wife, Ova, a native of 


Benton Harbor, and their sons, 
John, Jr., 7, and Roderie, 5, 
have been living at 992 Buss 
avenue. They will be moving 
next week to California where 
Sgt. Oliver will be assigned to 
Vandenberg Air Force base. 


The stateside duty means that 


separation 
for the family is 


over, at least for the time 
being. 
LOT NOT SO BAD 


In talking about the year just 


past, Oliver is quick to mention 
that his lot in Vietnam was not 
so bad as most. His assignment 
to the 37th Tactical Flight Wing 
al Phu Cat, just inland from the 
South China Sea, was, in his 
words, "fortunate." 


His work there involved get- 


ting parts replacement for the 
jet fighters. He acted as liaison 
between the plane crew and 
supply. Having served 16 years 
already, Oliver is planning to 
make the Air Force his career. 


Relaxing in the "stateside" 


comfort of his home, Oliver is 
still troubled by what he's seen 
in Vietnam. 


"We are winning," he says, 


"but not going all out." By the 
time he left, things had slowed
